Feeding after Starvation and Starving 
Sensation. 
About the middle of the afternoon one of 
the four-‘who had been sent forward return- 
ed with the joyful’ intelligence that they had 
fallen in with a herd of no less than seven~ 
teen thousand sheep, and had. sueceeded. in 
purchasing a sufficiency for the whole com- 
mand. —Agnin we put spurts to our horses; 
and @ ridesof hulf an hour brought us’ up 
with the shepherds and their:charge,-and to 
‘€ fine camping ground on the Rio- Gallinass 
Here a scene of feasting ensued which beg- 
gars desccription. We had been thirteen 
days upon the road, with really not provis- 
ions enough for three; and now that there 
was an abundance, our starving men at once 
abandoned themselves to eating—perhaps [ 
should rather cal] it gormandizing or stuffing. 
No less than twenty large fat sheep had 
been purchased and'dressed; and every ram- 
rod, as every stick that could be found, was 
soon graced with smoking ribsand shoulders, 
livers and hearts. Many made themselues 
sick with overeating; but an attempt to res- 
train the appetites of half-starved men ex- 
cept by main force would be the very extreme 
of folly. Had the food been anything but 
mutton, and had: we not procured an ample 
supply of salt from the: Mexicans. to season 
it, our men might have. died of surfeit. 1 
have never yet seen a treatise or disserta- 
tion upon starving to death—I can speak 
feelingly of nearly every stage except the 
last. For the first two days through which 
a strong anc healthy man is doomed to ex- 
ist on nothing, his sufferings are, perhaps, 
more acute than in the remaining stages—- 
he feels an inordinate unappeasable craving 
atthe stomuch night and day. The mind 
runs upon beef, bread and other substant- 
als: but still, in 2 great measure, the: body 
retains its strength. On thethird rnd fourth 
days, but especially on the fourth, this in- 
cessant craving gives place to a. sinking 
and weakness of the stomach, accompanied 
by nausea. Tlie unfortunate sufferer still 
desires food, but with loss of strength he 
loses that eager craving which is felt in the 
earlier stages. Sould he chance to obtain 
a morsel or two of food, as was occasional- 
ly the case with us, he swallows it with a 
wolfish avidity; but five minutes afterwards 
his sufferings are more intense than ever. 
He feels as if he had swallowed a living Job- 
ster, which is crawling and feeding upon 
the very foundation of his existence. 
On the fifth day, hischeeks suddenly ap- 
pear hollow and sunken, his body attenuat- 
ed, his color an ashy pale, and his eyes wild, 
glassy, cannibalish. The different part of 
the system now war with each other. The 
stomach calls upon the legs to go ‘with it in 
quest of food; the legs, from very weakness, 
refuse. The sixth day brings with it in- 
creased suffering, although the pangs of hun- 
ger are lost in an overpowering languor and 
sickness. The head becomes giddy; the 
ghosts of well remembered dinners pass in 
hideous. procession through the mind. The 
seventh day comes, bringing increased lassi- 
tude and further prostration of strength.— 
The arms hang listlessly, the legs drag heav-

they pay. The people of the West. cannot be 
said to be hostile on this question, but they are 
not yet fully informed. They feel the burthen 
of high-postage, but are not generally apprised 
as to the true remedy. 

Let but facts be epread before them, and their 
representatives would be taught better than to 
submit to Southern dictation on this subject, and 
barter away all hope of postage reform for a 
presidential chance. They are indeed specially 
interested incheap postage. Their enterprise in 
business demands every facility, in the way of 
correspondence. Besides, most of them are 
connected with friends or relatives in the older 
States, with whom they would delight to com- 
municate, were i! not for the heavy tax imposed. 
So that every class of persons has a doep interest 
in the subject. 

A little tract was recently put into our hands, 
by Amasa Walker, its author, who very lately 
ravelled in England, and while there, made 
himself familiar with the great reform originated 
by Robert Hill. He thus describes its principal 
features: 


“The firet movement in the reform, as it must 
be in any similar one, was to abolish ENTIRELY 
the franking. privilege, not ollowing even the 
Queen to send a letter without paying the pos- 
tege. This, of course, at once cuts uff a great 

art of the expense of transporting the mails, 
Crtlemed: as they had been, with tranked bun- 
dies, a la mode des Etats Unis. 
“The next principle was, that the rate should 
be uniform—-no matter what the distance, 
“The next, that the rate should be so low as 
to permit the greatest possible exrension of the 
epistolary correspondence of the country. That 
rate was fixed at Ove Penny, equal to a little less 
than two cents. 
“The nextidea wzs, to give a liberal con- 
struction as to what constitutes a letter. This 
was settled at any package not weighing over 
half an ounce, whether composed of one or 
any number of picces of paper, or any other 
material not unsuitable to be carried in a mail. 
“Again, in the same spirit of liberality, the 
postage once paid, the letter should be forward- 
ed to any other place, (if the person to whom 
it was directed had removed) without additional 
charge. 
*Another principle was, that all postage 
should be pre-paid or paid in advance, otherwise 
the postage should be doubled. 

~-Newepapere, having the Government stamp, 

are carried any Where in the kingdom, without 
any charge of postage. Pamphlets, and all un- 
stamped papers and packages, to go at the le:ter- 
postage rate,—one periny for every half ounce. 
“In London, and other large cities, a penny- 
post is established to carry letters from one part 
of the city to another, without additional charge 
—a great convenience, and a source of revenue. 
The plan is this:—offices are established in all 
parts of the city in the most public place, some- 
times at an apothecary’s, a large retail grocery, 
a book store, or other tradesman’s establish- 
ment, which is situated in some thoroughfare,— 
where letters having the postage pridjone penny, 
may be deposited, directed to any part of the 
city. These will be certain to be called for, two 
or three times duripz theo?%harge. 
*"xAs avi packages go by weight, is 1s univer- 
sally customary to enclose a letter or tract, or 
whatever else it is desired to send by post in an 
envelope. These envelopes are for sale at al- 
most every shop, and can be purchased of all 
sizes, at about 25 cents per hundred—or even 
less. 
“For the sake of convenience, small stamps are 
procured by the Government, and kept at all the 
Post Offices, and at many other places for sale. 
Persons having occasion to send letters, buy 
these stamps by the dozen, or hundred, paying 
a penny each, and having closed a letter, affix 
one of these upon it, in the same manner we ap- 
ply a wafer, and then all that isto be done, is 
to put the letter in the office. 
“Samples are sent by mail; also, catalogues, 


connected with trade, greatly increasing the fa- 


ing carried on with agiven amount of capital. 





Emigrants. 

The total numberof English, Irish and Scotch 
Immigrants, who arrived at the port of New 
York during the months of May and June, was 
14,660; of whom, 10,668 were Irish. 
these,4412 have been brought out at the ex- 
pense-of their friends.

The “Money order office” attached to the De- 
partment is a gieat convenience. 


“There being no paper money in Great Brit- 
ain of less denomination than twenty-five dollars, 
there is established for the convenience of those 
who wish to trartsmit small sums by mail, an of- 
fice in connection with the Department, where 
all sums under two pounds, or ten dollars, are 
insured for a small pretaium. Drafts are drawn 
on the respective postmasters at the places where 
it is desired to remit money, and jiotites of such 
drafts are made out, and forwarded to these offi- 
cers the day previous to the remittance of the 
drafts themselves.” 

The whole system, it is obvious, is conceived 
inthe most liberal spirit, and is adapted exactly 
and admirably to the wants of the people, while 
it tends to augment their intelligence. 

Before the change, the Post Office was a source 
of much revenue to the Government, but since 
then, this has fallen off, although it is still con- 
siderable, and increasing every year. It is said, 
that it still meets with opposition from a small 
number, made up of the aristocratic, and the of- 
ficeholders in the Post Office Department; the 
former feeling little interest in any measure 
which tends to elevate the masses; and the latter 
being, under the new state of things, obliged to 
work for fair wages, & conduct things with strict 
economy, without being admitted to the en- 
joyment of sinecures.

The New Constitution of New Jersey. 
The new Constitution of New Jersey is es 
sentially similar to the constitutions of the 
Western States. It gives the Governos, how 
ever, a qualified veto, provides for his ejection 
for three years, but prohibits his being chosen 
again forthe next three years. He may veto 
bills, but if, on reconsideration a majority of 
the Legislature should pass them, they then be- 
come laws. This is right. The Convention 
which incorporated this provision, consisted of 
30 Democrats. and 28 Whigs, The federal 
Constitution could be amended so as to embrace 
the same principle, were it not for the opposition 
of slaveholders. The absolute veto, they con- 
tend, is essential to the safety of their peculiar 
institutions, inasmuch: as their calculation is, 
always to give to the United States its Presi- 

dent. 

The new. Constfiution, in accordance with the 
advanced spirit of Amcrican Democracy, while 
it abolishes property-qualifieations in the voter 
or candidate, establishes skin-qualifications. It 
gives its sanction to the aristocracy of color, by 
restricting suffrage to white people.

Tue Weatuer has been unusually warm during the 
week and the themometer ranging from 85° to 93° du- 
ring the middle of the day. We have also had frequent 
showers of rain, with a great deal of lightning. 
Business—T he business of the city continues dull. par- 
ticularly with our wholesale dealers, who find little or 
nothing about which to busy themselves. The country 
business has been moderately good for the season. Im- 
provements throughout the city coutinue to progress— 
New buildings going up on vacant lots and old buildings 
being torn down and remoddeled: the improvement in 
the sts. etc. all show a healthy improvement and prosper- 
ity. 

The River—There has been a good stage of water in 
the river fur the largest boats in the upper trade. There 
was a rise in the early part of the week, and then again 
on Friday and Saturday there was another rise.

on Thursday there was 5¢ feet in the channel and rising. 
The Cumberland river is again falling and navigation 
is likely to be againinterrupted.

The Canals—The amount of business on the Miam 
Canal is extremely limited during the week. We noticed 
on Saturday that the Inspector was. trying some experi- 
ments with a new machine which he had constructed for 
the purpose of cleaning out the canal without letting off 
the water; if it succeeds there will be no need of inter 
rupting the navigation of the canal the present season. 
Flour—The prices during the week has been better sus- 
tained than the week previous; ranging at the canal from 
from $3.18 to $3.25, with a small sale at $3.30.

Ford, well knowing the solemn 
pledge of protection he gave to the Mormons 
and the previous excitement that existed a- 
gainst them in the community, did hot place 
a stronger guard, and take more vigilant and 
efficient measures for their protection. It 
might have been known beforehand that so 
small a guard could no: protett thé prisonérs 
from the furious torrent of ‘public indfgna:; 
As againstthem in that 
portion ofthe country. The Warsaw Sig- 
pnal seems to be of opinion that the war will 
not yet end, but the Mormon population must 
‘be removed; that they, and the other citizens 
cannot live together in peace. 

Head Quarters, 

Quincy, June 29; 1844. 
To the people of Illinois : ; 

I desire to make a brief but true statement 
of three oe ceric affair at Catthige; 
in regard to the Smiths, so far as circum- 
stances have come to my knowledge. The 
Smiths, Joseph and Hyram, have been as- 
;sassinated in Jail, by whom is not known, 
bat will be ascertained. { pledged myself 
for their safety, and upon the assurance of 
that pledge, they surrendered as prisoners. 
The Mormons surrended the public arms in 
their possession, and the Nauvoo Legion 
submitted to the command of Captain Single- 
ton; of Brown county, deputed for that pur- 
dose by me. All these things were requir- 
ed to satisfy the oldcitizens of Hancock, the 
Mormons were peaceably disposed; and to- 
allay jealousy and excitement in their minds. 
It appears, however, that the compliance of 
the, Mormons with every requisition made 
upon them, failed of that purpose. The 
pledge of security to the Smiths, was not giv- 
en upon my individual reSponsibility. Be- 
fore I gave it, I obtained a pledge of honor 

y an unanimous vote from the officers and 
men under my cotfimand, to sistain me in 
petforming it. Ifthe assassination of the 
Smiths was committed by a portion of these; 
they have addedtreachery to murder, and 
have done all they cot'ddoto disgrace the 
State, and sully the public honor. 

On the morning of the day the deed was 
committed, we had proposed to march thear- 
my under my command into Nauvoo. I, 
however, discovered on the evening befote, 
that nothing but utter destruction of the city 
would satisfy a portion of the troup;—and 
that if we marched ifito the city, pretexts 
would not not be wanting for commencing 
hostilities. [he Mormons had done every 
thing requited or whicli ought to have been 
required of them. Oifensive operations on 
our part would have been as unjast and dis- 
gracerul as they woild have been impolitic, 
in the present critical season of the year,the 
harvest and the crops. For these reasons I 
decided, in a council of omcers, to disband 


which were retained as a guard for the Jail. 
With the other company I marched into 
Nauvoo, to address the inhabitants there, 
and tell them what they might expect in 
case they designedly or imprudently provo- 
ked awar. I perfotmed this duty; as 1 think 
plainly and emphatically, atid then set out 
to return to Carthage. Wher I hdd march- 
ed about three miles, a tnessenger informed 
me of the occurrentes at Carthage; I has- 
tened to that place.
